AN ACT to authorize the county ot Brown to is-
sue bonds to fund its outstanding indebtedness.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows :

Awtborixing SecrioN 1.  The county board of the county of

Wy hoard  Brown, is hereby authorized and empowered to

Sounty to teeue jgsue the bonds of said county sufficient to pay
and take up any or all the outstanding indebted-
ness of said county now existing.

How tssued, SeEcTION 2. Said bonds shall be issued in de-

whea payable, nominations of one hundred dollars, or some mul-
tiple thereof, and not exceeding one thousand
dollars, and shall be numbered in regular order.
Said bonds shall be made payable as follows: Two

SecricN 3. Said bonds shall be signed by the
chairman of the county board, and countersigned
by the county clerk of said county, and sealed
with the corporate seal of said county, and shall,
in the hands of any bona fide holder of the same.
be full and competent evidence to establish the
indebtedness of said county, according to the
tenor and effect of said bonds.

SecrioN 4.  Whenever the county board shall
authorize the issue of any of said bonds, they
shall be disposed of by the county treasuier, in
such manoner as the said board shall direct; and
the said county treasurer shall be held account-
able for the proceeds thereof, and for the proper
application of the said proceeds, to the payment
and cancellation of the indebtedness of the said
county.

SeorioN 5. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage and publication.
